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FAILURE OF SOCIALIST COMPETITION CAMPAIGN NOTED

[Text] The 1981 generalized plan of socialist competition which open<d last 
February ended its first semester. 


At that time, a total of 527 firms and work centers had announced they were par- 
ticipating in the plan. The semester ended with the participation of 480, and 
the failure of 47 which presented internal deficiencies. 


According to the first semester report, prepared by the UNTA [Union of Angolan 
Workers] department of socialist competition, these 480 firms and work centers 
number approximately 89,525 workers, or 20 percent of the country's organized 
workers; it should be noted that workers in the coffee and education field are 
not participating in the socialist competition campaign. However, it is estimated 
thet a higher number of workers are participating in this process, while the 

lack of control mechanisms in the various firms does not permit precise calcula- 
tions. 


During this first semester, a number of factors were detected which prevented 
the socialist competition campaign from being an instrument for increased produc- 
tivity, improved production and enthusiasm for productive tasks. 


Limited stocks of raw materials considerably affected production, as did constant 
power failures and water shortages, especially in the more industrialized areas. 
Technical breakdowns and the lack of spare parts, together with the poor organiza- 
tion of some firms were other negative factors. 


These conditions seriously affect both the individual and the collective competi- 
tion, as obligations are not assumed when there is a risk of not carrying them 
out. These factors foster discouragement among the workers; as a result, it is 
only through an awareness campaign to be carried out by UNTA provincial secre- 
tariats and provincial trade unions that it will be possible to maintain alive 
the competitive spirit. 


The exclusion of the coffee-producing areas from the socialist competition cam 
paign--which was due to organizational deficiencies and to the workers’ difficult 
social conditions--was compensated for through a series of provincial seminars. 





Production is undoubtedly the principal indicator of socialist competition, but 

the serious problems deriving from the lack of raw materials, equipment breakdowns, 
power failures and water shortages contributed greatly toward reduced production 
and the non-achievement of obligations assumed. 


Average production in the firms participating in this socialist competition plan 
was 78.05 percent, compared to 83.38 percent during the first semester of the 1980 
campaign, a 5.33 percent difference. 


The highest level was registered in coffee reprocessing plants, which reached 92.7 
percent. The lowest average was in the field of agriculture and livestock (60.8 
percent), largely due to poor rainfall. 


Out of the 480 firms, only 43 succeeded in carrying out their obligations for 
the first semester. 


The degree of general absenteeism uring the first semester was 4.34 percent, a 
slight 0.1 percent increase in relation to the same period in 1980. 


The highest rate of absenteeism was in the coffee field in Luanda, with 7.27 per- 
cent, followed by the agriculturai and livestock sector, with 5.4 percent. 


It should be noted that the main causes for absenteeism reside in the difficulties 
encountered by the workers in purchasing food items, in the poor organization and 
supply of cafeterias, the absence of consumers’ cooperatives and the lack of saw 
materials. These factors cause the paralyzation of the .ndustry and foster indis- 
cipline.

THREE DAYS OF REFLECTION ON TRADE HELD 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French No 598, 27 Jun 81 pp 5, 8

[Text] As a preliminary to the drafting of a commercial code enabling the state to 
consolidate and strengthen its authority and control over trade activities in our 
country and the approaching Brazzaville seminar on trade regulation, the Ministry 
of Trade urganized three days of consideration of the subject "Trade in the People's 
Republic of the Congo and the Role of the Congolese Merchant" several days ago in 

Po inte-Noire. 


Three speakers took the floor at the opening session. First of all, Comrade 
Ngouonimba Nezary thanked the Ministry of Trade for the choice of the city of 
Pointe Noire, where the major and very profitable trade activities are controlled 
by foreigners, while the businesses of the underprivileged masses (retail trade) 
leave much to be desired. 


The second speaker, Comrade Tsika Norbert, president of the Kouilou-Niari Chamber 
of Commerce, for his part, stressed the unanimous support of domestic economic 
operators for this undertaking, which offers better prospects and a new era in 
relations between the mass of tradesmen and the political leadership, i.e., the 
party, the government and the state. 


The last speaker, the minister of trade, before declaring the days of contemplation 
under way, first: explained the event and its subject. This is the first time that 
representatives of the administration, the banks, the state enterprises and 
domestic private trade operators have met in our country to discuss the future of 
trade and the relations which should exist among them. This event is important, he 
said, because it bears witness to the desire often stated by Comrade Denis Sassou- 
Nguesso to establish real, true democratic life in our country. This was why, he 
concluded, the Third Special PCT [Congolese Labor Party] Congress committed 
government activities to a new path, that of democracy, that Comrade Marien Ngouabi, 
president and founder of the PCT, always wanted. 


The widely varying subjects considered were the following: 


1. The policy of the party and the state in the realm of trade in the People's 
Republic of the Congo (by Comrade Minister Elenga-Ngaporo); 











2. State services and the merchant (Comrade Ambroise Gambouele, secretary general 
of trade); and 


3. The merchant's vocation (Comrade Christian Diallo-Dramey, president of the 
Brazzaville Chamber of Commerce, agriculture and industry). 


It emerged from the final synthesis of the work that all the participants were 
satisfied with the general atmosphere which characterized these discussions. Their 
clarity and direct nature favored the drafting of specific proposals to be sub- 
mitted during the coming seminar in Brazzaville, involving five points: 


The Monopoly Issue 


If the principle and functioning of monopoly were criticized, the explanations of 
the need for a state monopoly made it possible to reach common views on the 
necessary improvement in its functioning. The monopoly principle is based on the 
irreversible nature of the socialist option and on the complexity and scope of the 
international market, which makes access to *mport activity difficult for the 
domestic private sector. 

On these matters as a whole, it was noted on the one hand that the OFNACOM [National 
Marketing Office] has made certain progress in the exercise of the monopoly, and 

on the other, that once free of import concerns, the domestic private operators 
could devote themselves to distribution. 


The discussions are to continue between state and domestic private operators on the 
specific questions to be resolved, so that the national private sector can guarantee 
distribution and the OFNACOM can devote itself to imports. Again on the subject of 
monopoly, the problem of the SOTEXCO portfolio was raised, and it was established 
that this comes under the jurisdiction of the UDEAC [Customs and Economic Union of 
Central Africa]. 


Protection of the National Private Sector Against Foreign Private Interests 
Agreement was reached on the need for the state to take steps to protect the develop- 
ment of the national private sector. The view was expressed that this development 


could not come about without state protection. 


On this point, the domestic operators and the administration share the same views 
(proposals were drafted). 


The Credit Issue 


Unanimity was also reached on the unsuitability of the banks and their present 
method of functioning. The rules of bank operation established in the name of the 
principle of the risk run, legitimizing the extremely selective allocation of credit 
to domestic tradesmen, does not correspond to the real situation. In view of the 
inadequacy of the structures and the administration of the banking system, a certain 
number of proposals were drafted, all conditioned by the political willingness to 
implement them. 





Organization, Technical Support and Training 


The weak level of trade on the level of the domestic private sector can be explained 
by the historical conditions under which it developed. However, a class of dynamic 

businessmen, characterized by certain strengths but some weaknesses as well, is now 

emerging. 


The fatalistic image of the traditionally incompetent Congolese merchant was rejected 
by the participants. The strengthening of the credibility of the Congolese merchant 
in the eyes of the banks, the state and consumers presumes aid, technical support 

and training (proposals were also made in this connection). The scattering of 

our national merchants and their traditional individualism in trade activity are 
unfavorable to the organization of the merchants in the national private sector. 


Such organization is necessary, however, for the strengthening of the national 
private sector, in order to serve the legitimate desire of our national tradesmen 
to take the place today occupied by the foreign private sector in the realm of 
distribution. 


The forms of organization necessary in order for the merchants to win existing and 
future markets and take their place in the development in progress were proposed. 


Price Control 


It was established that work remains to be done on this level in the direction of 
the foreign private sector, which not only functions on the basis of foreign price 
establishment mechanism, but is still engaged in establishing substantial profit 
margins on products which are no longer luxuries. 


The speakers stressed the new direction in this control, which pertains in particular 
to the companies operating on concessions, which are mainly responsible for the 
increases in prices. 


The recent progress seen in this sector is due to the popular control, which must 
be systematized and organized. 


Domestic Distribution 


The administration stressed the inadequacies in this sector. For example, West 
Africans occupy sectors in which Congolese merchants are reluctant to establish 
themselves. Also, transport agents dictate prices. Nighttime sales constitute a 
sector reserved for the West Africans, generally the only merchants willing to 
keep sales outlets open until a late hour in the evening. The sharing of the risks 
in trade activity is not guaranteed because of the shortage of domestic merchants 
available. 


The state is prepared to provide aid in all forms to national private operators 
establishing businesses in the interior of the country. The facilities to be pro- 
vided national private merchants will include, among others, extensive credit for 
supplies, exemption from domestic taxes and facilities for the purchase of equipment 
for the operators who undertake distribution in the interior. 














In any case, the role of the import enterprises will be increasingly to facilitate 
distribution throughout the ~Luvie of the country by national state or private 


operators.

, WATER SYSTEM, ROADS, SANITATION FOCUS OF NEW TOWN PLAN

[Text] The political bureau adopted a master plan for the urban development of 
Brazzaville last 9 October. The exceptional population increase in Brazzaville is 
currently 7 percent per year. This is without a doubt a result of the linear 
family pressure which characterizes our social organization. This figure suggests 
the difficulties the public authorities will encounter in the total urban develop- 
ment of the city and in accommodating the migrants and the citizens who are still 
poorly housed. 


The information resulting from the first urban development studies on Brazzaville 
was devastating. The situation was deteriorating steadily. A number of evils 
underlie this situation, among others the rapid increase in the urban population 
due to the rural exodus, the anarchic and uncontrolled distribution of building 
land, the isolation of the popular and peripheral neighborhoods, erosion and the 
lack of sanitation--in a word, the underequipment of many neighborhoods despite the 
very high level of school enrollment and other social needs, such inadequate 
supplies of drinking water and electricity, the inadequacy of transportation and 
communications facilities, etc. 


Thus, with a view to the drafting of the five-year plan, it is necessary to estab- 
lish a schedule for the implementation of the master plan for Brazzaville through 
the year 1986, which should be focused on the short-term resolution of the following 
problems: a water distribution system, the building of social, cultural and sports 
equipment, the road infrastructure and networks, the creation of activity zones, 
the rebuilding and renovation of the city center, and finally, sanitation and site 
protection. However, according to the guidelines in the master plan, a certain 
realism can be seen in the plans for the settlement of the currently underoccupied 
sectors in the peripheral zones and even the center city through collective housing 
operations, the reorganization and settlement of empty zones. The extension of the 
port of Brazzaville to the north of the Tsiene and the establishment of an industrial 
zone in the Kinsoundi and M’Filou sector are also involved. In the road infra- 
structure sector, we should note that the Boulevard des Armees was linked up with 
the Avenue des 3 Martyrs in 1981. Currently, looking toward 1985, efforts are 
being made to complete the thoroughfare through the Glaciere Ravine toward Bacongo. 
During this same period, the broadening of national route 1 will be contemplated. 
We might also mention the improvement of the north ovtlet from Brazzaville, the 

/St Anne church, and the UDEAC [Customs and Economic Union of Central Africa] 
fair on national route 2. 
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The master plan thus calls for widespread action in the peripheral neighborhoods, 
with the building of schools and development of markets. Moreover, the rational 
use of the land in the center of the city is required, military camps will be re- 
located in order to put an end to the current internal division and the use of land 
better suited to such important operations as the building of a fully equipped 
housing complex. 


In this connection, the importance of this undertaking must be recalled in terms of 
the fact that the present center of the city, conceived on the scale of a federal 
capital, is underpopulated today and is characterized by poor distribution of public 
equipment and international bodies. Old Brazzaville is to a considerable extent 
characterized by military camps and off-limits zones which are hindering its 
development and improvement. 


Within the framework of this master plan, the building of a bridge over the Congo 
to link Kinshasa and Brazzaville is contemplated, working jointly with Zaire. As 
is necessary in the short-term undertakings, it will be necessary to plan on using 
the railroad for transportation along the joint Ganga-Lingolo-Talangai line. How- 
ever, this is a new option for our transportation system. The question of re- 
defining territorial jurisdictions in order » guarantee the implementation of the 
master plan was raised. For example, Gamaba, which should be removed from its 
current headquarters, will surrender the administration of M'Filou, Poto-Poto-Djoue 
and Mikalou to the Brazzaville jurisdiction. 


These options in the master plan represent, as can be seen, the cornerstone of a 
policy for urban development in the Congo. This it is a question of putting an end 
to a real estate confusion characteristic of the consequences of the primitive 
urban development which the state tolerated without reacting drastically. 


Thus the five-year plan will mean a real urban development effort for Brazzaville.

IMPORTANCE OF IHOSY-SAKARAHA ROUTE STRESSED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 5 Aug 81 p 2 


[Text] There is no doubt that the Ihosy-Sakaraha segment, which is very uneven and 
very mired up, is in the most abominable condition. Even in the dry season, but also 
in the rainy season, the little Andiolava-Ranohira section, which can easily be 
negotiated in no more than 15 or 20 minutes, entangles the typical passenger for at 
least 4 or 5 long hours. In reality, the entire southern route between Ankaramena 
and Sakaraha is no more than a great cart-path. 


This RN-7, however, is a real umbilical cord for the supply of victuals to the south- 
ern region, notwithstanding the substantial amount supplied by the maritime service. 
So it is easy to understand the enthusiasm of the people of Sakaraha on Thursday 

23 July, when a cohort of local authorities and representatives from the certral 
government officially launched the project to improve the Ihosy-Sakaraha segment. 
Getting the Ihosy-Sakaraha segment asphalted--and Touzet promises it within 20 
months--will undoubtedly remove a long-standing irritatior to the people of the south. 
With the help of foreign friends, the Germans in this instance, to whom the people 
who will benefit can only be grateful. 


Nevertheless, what is attracting the attention of observers in the Ihosy-Sakaraha 
contract is the fact that our own National Public Works Company, SINTP, is not 

among the contractors. Now SINTP had been given official notification by letter 
dated 20 November 1980 that it would have to “take all measures necessary to provide 
for the execution of the project..." For SINTP, it was a question of "carrying 

out the work of improvements on an approximately 20-km segment section E between PK 
140.2 aud 192.5 (Bekapity-Sakaraha). 


No doubt evil tongues will wag. But setting aside irresponsible remarks and unfounded 
rumors, the special urgency of these projects, as well as their complexity, objec- 
tively required substantial material and also financial means that are dramatically 
lacking in our state companies. 


One conclusion must therefore be emphasized: along this line of the need for urgent 
execution of our big economic projects, at these levels of solicitation of material, 
financial and technological resources to be used in completing our great infrastruc- 
ture projects, there will be many more.... kilometers of tar-sprayed road to be 
traversed by our revolutionary bush-taxi in this RND [expansion unknown] phase, be- 
fore we have real need for our SINTP.

Along the same lines, the increasing mistrust with which our own state institutions 
are regarded would seem to rest on a string of convenient alibis. In this instance, 
they risk locking SINTP irremediably in a vicious circle which could ultimately re- 
sult in its deterioration: the fewer opportunities it has to work on projects be- 
cause (it seems) of a reputation for being under-equipped, the less effectiveness 

it can demonstrate, and doubtless it will never succeed in building up a basic sup- 


ply of capital which it is lacking. in order to be optimally equipped, and to prove 
its worth to itself.

ALAOTRA OPERATION EXPECTED TO INCREASE RICE OUTPUT

[Text] The "paddy" season is now beginning in the Lake Alaotra region. Despite the 
drought which seriously ravaged and jeopardized the rice crop, the rice beds are 
already built in the rice fields, and levelling began several days ago. 


Diminished Production 


The year 1980/1981 has not been completely favorable to agriculture in general in the 
Lake Alaotra region, especially with respect to rice. Several hectares worth of 

rice fields were not cultivated for lack of water; especially rice fields in the 
higher zones, which depend so heavily on rainfall. Nevertheless, despite the inade- 
quate rain which obviously handicapped the crop, a goodly number of growers, armed 
with courage and the will to conquer the difficulties posed by nature, have benefited 
in the last few months—in other words, tardily--from the occasional rainfalls. Also, 
in order to struggle against a very significant decline in production and on the en- 
lightened advice of technicians, growers have brought in fertilizer to their crops, 
in order to get a better yield. In accordance with the information we have received 
frou officials, we are publishing below a comparative and estimative chart of the 
area under cultivation and expected production for the 1979/1980 and 1980/1981 
secsons:

According to projects of observers, a decline of 30 to 40 percent may occur in the 
1980/1981 s2ason, undoubtedly because of the drought. 


While the charts above are, to say the least, striking, it should still be noted 
that the following tonnazges must absolutely be allocated for seeding for 1981/1982, 


namely: 


If the total tonnage expected by the SDR [special drawing rights?] is 89,054 tons 
707 [sic] the tonnage to be marketed will be less, since in addition to the seed 
to be kept, we must also take into account the producer's consumption needs. 


In short, paddy production in the Lake Alaotra area for 1980/1981 has been seriously 
impaired by the drought, and this is why the producers have focused their efforts 

on dry crops: manioc, kidney beans, onions, potatoes. Some 75 tons of kidney bean 
seed has been distributed in the three fivondronanas: 5 tons for Andilamena, 37 
tons for Ambatondrazaka, and 33 tons for Amparafaravola. 


If such is the predicted outcome for the rice crop in Lake Alaotra, it is still in- 
dispensable to relate in a few lines the major problems which plague the producers, 
more precisely the masses of Alaotra, with respect to basic necessities. 


There is more and more suffering, enough to make the mute cry out, so to speak, with 
shortages of ground-nut oil, soap (both household and toilet), and sugar. One won- 
ders why these basic necessities are sold so sparingly and seldom, whereas it is 

widely known that products have arrived but open sales are held up by certain people 
on the pretext of allocations to be carried out. 
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Illicit Commerce 


The allocations made, for example one carton of soap per merchant, require the 
latter not to sell the quantity he has on hand, but rather to keep it for personal 
or family use. Because of this, the small and token quantity of the product being 
allocated suffices only to incite those of evil intention: to practice illicit sales, 
the consequences of which are borne by the consumers. It is the same with soap. 


Wheat Flour 


We have learned that because of this so-called allocation, a substantial number of 
tons of flour are being weeviled while in storage, since they are not sold at the 
proper time, even though it is clear the people need them. Certainly, the state 
companies which are holding stocks of flour will suffer more than a little damage 
which will have repercussions on the treasury. 


More Vigi.iance 


In cectain cases, one wonders if people in Ambatondrazaka, or Lake Alaotra in general 
are trying to encourage the black market or to further accentuate the present eco- 
nomic inflation. Vigilance in tandem with justice and equity must be the rule, and 
competence in those who are responsible for management must also be determined by 

the function(s) which they carry o.t in order not to hurt the masses. A word to the 
wise is sufficient.

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MEASURES ADVOCATED AGAINST MARKET SPECULATORS

[Excerpts] The decrease in prices of certain kinds of fresh produce was boycotted 
by a huge number of traders. especially those concentrated in markets or 

connected to these as middlemen. As we stressed yesterday, this attitude clearly 
reveals the characteristic behavior of a parasitic class, of the "small market 
bourgeoisie." . 


It is really not the first time this happens. The behavior of these traders 
was somehow expected. However, the present situation denotes both a qualitiative 
and a quantitative increase of this class, this parasitic group. 


If a number of examples have appeared, in our revolution, of the fact that the 
class struggle does not disappear in the construction of socialism and that new 
class contradictions emerge, these traders’ behavior is typical of this. 


The pover of the worker-peasant alliance through its state apparatus brought 
about a price drop of some goods that are essential to the population. Because 
the reason for abundant supplies of these consumer goods was approaching, a drop 
in price was necessary to achieve the objectives of their production. 


It was imperative that the population benefit from the existence of these products. 
For the majority--the workers--to consume larger quantities of them, prices had 
to become more affordable. 


If a price drop had not been ordered, only a small segment of the population would 
have benefited from the seasonal abundance. Otherwise, a large part of these 
products would have probably deteriorated, in the fields or in warehouses. 


However, speculators do not see things this way. The only aim of this "market 
bourgeoisie" is to achieve the greatest possible margin of profit. 


The new prices restricted their speculative activities. This is the reason why 
they resorted to various forms of boycott and created other circuits for 
marketing. 











We have already mentioned that this was, somehow, not unexpected. It was not 
difficult to predict that "our" bourgeoisie would react this way. One glance 
at the realities of our society suffices. 


A large area of our ecoromy is stil! functioning under the capitalist system, and 
capitalist laws are still predominant. 


Its class instinct, social practice and everyday realities let this bourgeoisie 
know that the amount of available products, the total value of consumer goods n 
the market is, at present, inferior to the total value of the money in circulation. 
In other words, our purchasing power exceeds the availability of goods. 


Under these circumstances, in a country where power does not belong to the workers, 
the alternative would be to let prices rise to the point where a "natural" balance 
is struck between the total value of gools available on the market and the 
corresponding amount of money in the hands of the population. This is what 
economists call the balance between supply and demand. 


This balance, achieved at the cost of a price rise, would mean that a large part 
of the population would have no access to a vast variety oi products. These would 
exist on the market, but only a few would be able to affo.d them. 


In a people's state such as ours, prices are controlled so that everyone should 
always be able to have the minimum. In the case of an area of free trade such 

as fresh produce, this is contradictory, because capitalist economic laws function 
independently of our will, which is expressed in the price meassres adopted. 


These principles on Mozambique's economic and social realities, when applied to 
the intricate and narrow laws of markets, mean that "our" bourgeoisie is finding 
an alternative to the price drop. 


These bourgeois know that there is always money in the hands of a few who are 
able to pay speculative prices. They know that it is not advantageous to sell 
products at the new prices on the market, when they can do it on the "black 
market." And this is what they did, this is what they are doing. 


But they are also doing this in an increasingly flagrant, troubling manner. 


What they are doing constitutes, among other things, an aggravation of the lack 
of balance between the value of goods and the salary basis, between supply and 
demand. As for themselves, as a parasitic class, they are accumulating more and 
more profits. They do not produce anthing, but the less they work, the more they 
earn. The more they earn, the more they can buy, the more powerful they become. 


An important point is that never so far have we witnessed the presence of so many 
traders in our cities. Thus, sel!ers are increasing and producers are decreasing, 
but all of them are consumers. Therefore production is never enough to cover 
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consumption, opening the way to speculation, and parasitic classes double in number 
and in power. The interests of those who work and produce clash with the in- 
creasing power of those who continue to consume without producing.... 


Measures must be taken. We do not live in a police state. We reject violence 
as a solution for certain contradictions. 


However, we do live in a country that reject underdevelopment. To practice trade 
as is now happening with fresh produce is to accept underdevelopment. It is 

to accept that underdevelopment should succeed in putting down stronger and 
strcenger roots. It is to accept that parasitism should continue and bar the way 
to the construction of socialism. 


There are aspects of underdevelopment that cannot be changed for at least a decade. 
However, we do not believe that this is the case here, and acceptance of it would 
mean passivity, it would mean that we are ignoring the directives of the organ- 
izational and political offensive. 


A variety of measures are available. Sources close to the sector assure us, for 
instance, that correct distribution of the products to the population could be 
accomplished much better by reducing the number of seklers to one-third of present 
figures. They assure us that better hygiene and better manners would help. 
Above all, the people would have a chance of exerting better control. 


Toward this end, it would be sufficient to award licenses only to those who indeed 
know how to work. 


These sources assure us that there will be more trade and less speculation. 

We believe this is self-evident. There are also other measures. However, something 
should be done soon. What is at stake here is to ensure victory over under- 
development and the triumph of the revolution!

EXISTING PORT FACILITIES ARE NOT FULLY USED

[Excerpts] Maputo--Economically-straitened Mozambique has made progress towards 
establishing itself as a modern gateway to a new African Economic Community, but 
says it needs more help from its friends. 


It is looking particularly towards comparatively rich Zimbabwe, for more business 
and a bigger gesture of confidence. But the landlocked Zimbabweans, currently 
sending 75 percent of their trade through South Africa, have been slower to 
respond than expected here. 


The commercial director of Mozambique Ports and Railways (CFM), Dr Joao Vieira, 
went to Salisbury this month and urged Zimbabwean businessmen to make more use 
of Mozambique's outlets to the sea. 


The ports of Meputo, Beira and Nacala could handle four times as much goods for 
Zimbabwe as they were getting, he said. 


In his office on Maputo's waterfront, Ports and Surface Transport Minister Mr 
Alcantara Santos said that over the past six years the ministry had bought 77 
new locomotives, 200 forklift trucks for cargo handling, pilot boats, mobile 
cranes and 120 railway wagons. 


A further 650 wagons were on order, he said, 


Mozambique received a powerful boost with the creation a year ago of the Southern 
African Development Co-ordination Conference (SADCC). 


A new container terminal is planned for Nacala at an estimated cost of 
US $27 000 000, to make it a central container port for East Africa. A 
US $66 000 000 coal terminal is due for Maputo. 


Trade with Malawi will be helped by rehabilitation of a 615 km railway from Nacala, 
a line which the Mozambicans say is in extremely poor condition for all but 77 km.

The British Government is giving Mozambique US $23 000 000 towards rehabilitating 
and upgrading the line from Zimbabwe to Beira, which was poorly built in the 
1920s. 


New terminals are being built at Beira for tankers and Roll-On-Roll-Off (Ro-Ro) 
container ships. Once the Beira-Zimbabwe oil pipeline is back in use--planned 
for the end of this year--Mozambique hopes to be handling 58 tankers a year, 
discharging 5 000 tonnes a day. 


The Mozambique News Agercy (AIM) reports that when the new Ro-Ro terminal is 
completed Beira will be able to handle 5 000 000 tonnes of cargo a year. It 
trans-shipped 1,6 million tonnes in 1980. 


Mozambique's Ports and Transport Ministry is also struggling with inadequate 
human resources. Mr Santos said skilled labour was lacking at all levels, from 
management to the labour force. Expatriates, mainly from India, were being 
employed until Mozambicans could be trained. 


Western sources say they believe it will take Mozambique until the end of the 
decade to fully establish itself as a major regional! alternative to South 
Africa for trade routes to the sea, 


At the moment, they said, the Mozambican gateway is reasonably open--but much 
potential custom appeared to be looking the other way. 


They said Meputo was working at 60 percent of its current potential and Beira at 
50 percent and that the railway line from Zimbabwe to Beira was empty for three- 
quarters of the time. 


Dr Santos said he did not expect Zimbabwe to transform its trading patterns over- 
night. He recognised that Zimbabwe was suffering a shortage of locomotives. 


But some sources close to Mozambique's ruling Frelimo party question whether 
Zimbabwe's mainly white business community is making sufficient effort to cut 
the apron strings binding it to South Africa, despite constant urgings from 
their government which is deeply committed to the idea of regional independence. 


‘Je simply cannot understand why a major turn-around has not happened," one source 
commented. 


Transport sources in Salisbury say some shippers fear attacks on the railways by 
Mozambican rebels, said by diplomats to be sponsored by South Africa. 


But the Mozambicans argue--and Western intelligence sources confirm--that the 
rebels have so far paid scant attention tothe Zimbabwe-Mozambique lines. "These 
so-called attacks--they are myths," one European diplomat declared.--Reuter

DIFFICULT AFTERMATH OF POOR RICE HARVEST

MEDICAL SERVICES ARE REPORTEDLY ON BRINK OF CRISIS 
Windhoek REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaans 27 Jul 81 p 5 
[Article by Brian Jones: "Medical Services In A Crisis"] 


[Text] Health services in South-West are undergoing a crisis and prominent physi- 
cians in Windhoek ascribed this to the ethnic-based provision of services. 


There is a serious shortage of doctors and nurses, a high occurrence of certain 
diseases and a markedly high death rate for black infants in particular. 


Doctors confirmed that patients are denied treatment because there are insufficient 
medical personnel. ¢thermore medical standards in the country have gone down 
disturbingly. 


According to Dr Kenneth Abrahams, SWA has 152 practicing physicians resulting in 
a doctor-patient ratio of 1.8 to 10,000. Compared with countries such as Israel 
and Sweden where the ratio is 1 doctor per 700 patients, the precarious situation 
stands out clearly. 


In all of SWA there are only 16 dentists and 10 of those are in Windhoek practicing. 
Dr W.E. Birkenstock, president of the South-West branch of the SA medical associa- 
tion said that were it not for the army doctors here the picture would be even 
bleaker. 


One of the most critical shortages is of specialists. SWA has to depend on visiting 
specialists. 


Conflict 


Dr Birkenstock alluded to the conflict between doctors, officials and politicians 
in charge of SWA's health services. 


"Over the years we've had problems with administrative matters and this has 
steadily and surely worsened to the point that we are now faced with a general 
crisis," Dr Birkenstock told the annual meeting of the medical association. 


The gap between the medical standards maintained in 5WA and those of other institu- 


tions world-wide is constantly widening. "Visiting physicians are stunned by the 
conditions, standards and accommodations we have here." 
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Shortage 


The White administration now has a shortage of 170 nurses in SWA. In Windhoek's 
public hospitals alone there is a shortage of 92 nurses while only half of the 
220 beds can be used. Some rooms had to be closed. 


Despite the severe shortage, the administration opened a R22.6 million wing with 
600 beds. In Keetmanshoop a new hospital was recently constructed at a cost of 
R22 million to replace the existing hopsital with its 32 beds. Meanwhile they 
are short 5 nurses. The new hospital has 160 beds. 


At the same time any negative reports on the situation are being labeled as 
unrealistic by Eben van Zijl, MEC for health services. 


He said patients still have not been turned away because of a shortage of beds. 
In 1980 only 69.89 percent of hospital beds were occupied. Van Zijl countered 
the charge that there were not enough nurses to handle 126 of the 220 beds, 
claiming it was not unrealistic. 


Complications 


"The administration realizes that the move to the new wing will entaii more com 
plications than normal although all personnel in the old hospital will be trans- 
ferred to the new section,” stated van Zijl. 


Meanwhile it was reported that recently 17 black and brown nurses were hired at 
the public hospital to lighten the work load of its personnel. 


A coordinating committee has now been set up to study the question of decentralizing 
medical services. Before long a commission is also to be appointed by the AG to 
launch a study of problems in the country's health services. 


Bushmen 


Dr Abrahams released further statistics to clarify the crisis situation. He 
stated that official figures indicate that 6 of every 1000 blacks are afflicted 
with tuberculosis, but a more realistic figure is between 18 and 24 out of every 
100U. 


Sampling in Kavango and among the Bushmen reveal that 25 percent of them are 
afflicted with TB. Conversely, among whites the number is practically nil. 


Approximately 10 percent of the population of Kavango suffer from venereal diseases. 
In Swakopmund about 4 percent and in Windhoek about 5 percent of the black popula- 
tion has VD. 


Deaths among black and colored infants are an absolute scandal, said Dr Abrahams. 

No fewer than 145 of every 1000 colored infants die before the age of one. Among 

blacks the figure is 163 of every 1000. On the other hand only 21.6 white infants 
out of every 1000 die before they reach the age of one. 
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The situation is further explained by the allocation of functions between the 
central administration and the second tier government. 


Each ethnic group in the country has to see to its own medical services. But only 
the whites, Damaras, Wambos, Kavangos and Caprivians have an infrastructure that 
can accommodate such services. 


The Department of National Health and Welfare is supposed to provide the same 
services to coloreds, Namas, Hereros, Bushmen and Basters. But it is in no posi- 
tion to do so and so the services are performed on an agency basis by the white 
administration. 


Disunity 


The system leads to unnecessary duplication of effort and a much better job can 
be done through a single organization. Ms Annchen Parkhouse, former matron of 
Windhoek's public hospitals said that health services were "hopelessly fragmented." 


The minister for health, Dr Ben Africa, said the ethnic governments should leave 
health to the central government. And the medical profession should not become 
snared in race-issues, he said. 


Money 


"The allocation of services naturally means an allocation of money and the services 
of experts. If one of the ethnic governments plans to provide sophisticated 
service that service has to be multiplied so as to be available also to the other 
governments," Dr Birkenstock declared. 


Physicians believe the situation cannot drag on much longer like this. Most 
problems occur between the central government and the second tier government and 
no one is prepared to assume the responsibility. 


The result is that nothing is achieved. 
Disarray 


In conjunction with the ethnic allocation of duties, Pr Abrahams alluded to 
Rehoboth where the Baster government provides services to all races. But each 
ethnic group has to pay the Rehoboth government a certain amount. This leads 
to disarray and bureaucratic inefficiency, said Dr Abrahams. 


The ethnic basis molding health services has also meant that the Katutura hospital 
is coming apart at the seams while white public hospitals are only half-filled.

NEW FIGURES SHOW CONSUMERS STAYING AHEAD OF INFLATION

[Summary] Figures obtained from the Department of Finance indicate that consumers 
in SWA have more disposable income this year "than last year and this has been the 
trend over the past five years in SWA." Wages and salaries "in 1980" increased 
"16 percent. In the same period the consumer price index (CPI) climbed 12.5 per- 
cent” meaning that "wage and salary earners were better off by 3.5 percent." Over 
the five-year period 1976-1980 "the average person was better off by 10 percent." 
These figures notwithstanding, consumers tend to feel that the cost of living has 
soared and everything has grown more expensive. But "this comes from larger out- 
lays, especially for luxury items." Consumers are living higher off the hog than 
previously "so there hasn't been money for savings.” People on retirement and 

the poor, however, are not sharing in the general prosperity. Nor are unskilled 
workers whose "salaries have gone up, but in many instances not fast enough to 
keep up with higher prices." "Over the past half-year the CPI rose by 7.5 percent. 
This includes higher prices for dairy products, cement, building stones, and the 
increased rail-freight charges that took effect in April." "It is possible that 
at year-end the index will climb nearly 14 percent." But it is hardly likely 

that "the labor compensation factor will be less than last year's 16 percent, 
leaving the average consumer with about 2 percent more disposable income at year- 
end than he had at the start of the year."

PRESIDENT INSPECTS WELLS ON MARADI TOUR 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 26 Jun 81 pp 1-2

[Excerpt] The president of the Supreme Military Council and chief of state, Col 
Seyni Kountche, left Niamey yesterday for Maradi, where he spent the night. 


He was welcomed at the airport by the prefect of the department of Maradi, Commander 
Adamou Harouna, who was accompanied by the mayor, the heads of departmental services 
and numerous officials of socioprofessional associations. A substantial crowd was 
present. 


After the welcome, the chief of state and his entourage paid a visit to the site of 
one of the two wells recently drilled (that located not far from the airport) to 
resolve the chronic problem of water supply from which the town of Maradi has 
suffered. The visitors then inspected th: site where the Samaria [group of village 
young people] of Maradi have drilled five wells (three of which are operational) 
equipped with pumps, again within the fram2work of resolving the water supply 
problem for the locality of Maradi. 


Following the visit to these hydraulic infristructure projects, technicians informed 
the chief of state that Maradi no longer ha: a water supply problem. Moreover, they 
told him, the town even has a surplus in this connection, to the point that the 271 
cubic meters per hour (the daily output of the two wells) and the three wells com- 
missioned sometimes cause the water tower in the town to overflow, thus causing an 
interruption in the pumping at certain times during the day. 


Following the visit to the town's hydraulic infrastructure projects, the chief of 
state presided at the solemn inauguration of the bridge built over the Goulbi by 
the people of Maradi on the Madarounfa road. This bridge, built entirely thanks to 
human effort, at an estimated cost of 90.8 million CFA francs, required 4 months’ 
effort on the part of the Samaria, tradesmen, officials and school pupils in the 
town to complete it. Built without a prior study, the bridge has made it possible, 
as the departmental prefect who gave the only address at the inauguration ceremony 
said, to eliminate the isolation of Madarounfa. For some time, it was necessary to 
travel via Nigeria in order to get from Maradi to that locality. 


"This bridge is the factual evidence of the political maturity and the willingness 


of the people of Maradi to show that in the field of development, one must rely 
on himself," Commander Adamou Harouna said. 
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The prefect of Maradi then invited President Kountche to commission the bridge. 


The chief of state and those accompanying him also visited other wells in some \ 
localities in the district of Madarounfa during the morning of that same day, 

including the wells at Hassou, Tongo, Tokeraoua and Yallwa. The wells which the 

chief of state and his entourage visited are among the 255 to be driiled by the 

department within the context of the 1,000 wells planned for the base regions of 

our country. 


These are then wells in every way similar to those already tried in Liptako-—Gourma. 
Within the framework of this drilling progr2m, 55 wells have already been drilled 
by the FORACO Company in the department of Maradi. Of the 55 wells, 39 have been 
successfully completed and 29 of these are already equipped. 


We should note that the success rate for drilling in the department of Maradi is 
about 70 percent. In the course of his tour of the district of Midarounfa, the 
chief of state also visited the dispensary under construction in Gabi and that 
commissioned in Inyelwa in August of 1979. The latter has nct beer equipped to 

date with furnishings or adequate technical equipment, for according to the 
departmental health director, this equipment was taken over by wther health services. 
Therefore the departmental health director expressed the desi..e to order this 
equipment from FABMETAL and the ONPPC [National Office of Pharmaceut:ical and 
Chemical Products].

IDB LOAN TO NIGER--An agreement was signed today in Jidda between the Islamic De- 
velopment Bank and the Republic of Niger.

REGIONAL AMBASSADORS CONFERENCE ENDS IN JIDDA

[Excerpts] The closing session of the regional conference of Senegalese ambassadors 
in the Maghreb, the Middle East and the Arab Gulf was presided over today in Jidda 
by the minister of state for foreign affairs, Mr Moustapha Niasse. In his closing 
address, Mr Niasse paid tribute to the ambassadors in the region for their efforts 
to further consolidate the ties of cooperation with Senegal. He particularly men- 
tioned Ambassador Moustapha Cisse for the remarkable manner in which the conference 
was organized and the hospitality accorded to the participants. 


In their reports on bilateral cooperation between Senegal and their respective coun- 
tries of accreditation, the ambassadors unanimously emphasized that our country is 
enjoying particular goodwill and great consideration in the region. 


Thus, after observing that cooperation between Senegal and Algeria has been stagnant 
during the last few years owing to certain political contingencies, Ambassador Matar 
Ndiaye expressed happiness about the resumption of particularly cordial relations 
between Senegal and that brotherly country. Clear instructions have been issued 

by both parties with regard to this resumption of relations:which must result in 
intensive exchanges, particularly in the economic and cultural fields. 


Ambassador Boubakarsy particularly stressed the cultural cooperation between Sene- 
gal and Egypt where 550 Senegalese students are underoing their studies. 


For his part, Ambassador Salih Ambaki underlined the constant goodwill of President 
Saddam Husayn and the Iraqi people toward Senegal. In this connection, the ambas- 
sador recalled the 7 August 1981 agreement by which Iraq gave Senegal a loan of 

$10 million, half of which is meant for the Senegalese peasants affected by drought. 


Ambassador (Sati Ngoye) affirmed the determination of the Kuwaiti authorities to 
strengthen economic cooperation with Senegal. A number of Senegalese projects con- 
cerning livestock breeding and road and port infrastructures are being financed by

DIOUF COMMENTS ON GAMBIA INTERVENTION

[Interview with Senegalese President Abdou Diouf by Yves de Chazournes: "Paris Was 
not Keen on an Intervention on our Part"--date and place of interview not specified] 


[Text] "No, I did not hesitate for one moment"—'Abdou Diouf, the young president 
of Senegal, sent his army into Gambia to thwart the putsch which had errupted in that 
small country stuck in the middle of his own without asking anyone's opinion. And 
yet it was the most difficult decision which he has had to make during his short ca- 
reer and it was also the most important event in Senegal since that country achieved 
independence more than 20 years ago. True, his soldiers have intervened in Lebanon 
and Zaire, for instance, but always in response to a request by some international 
organization and under the orders of a foreign commander. By launching this first 
operation outside its own borders, Senegal has become independent for a second time. 
And the population, which connects this military exploit with the long military 
tradition of the Senegalese sharpshooters [tiraill-eurs], had, furthermore, the 
opportunity to discover a new aspect of the president of the republic. 


For the Marxist putsch in Gambia not only caused concern to the Senegalese for a 

few days but was also a trial and a test for their head of state--"You know, I spent 
some sleepless nights! It is difficult when you are all alone in control to send men 
into battle. It was only after I made the decision, that I informed some friendly 
countries, including France, about it." Those who suggest that Paris, which main- 
tains a 1,300-strong contingent in Senegal, gave the green light for Senegalese 
intervention infuriate him. You can rather detect in his eyes a hint of regret 

that France has not supported his decision more vigorously--"I cannot say that they 
told me: ‘Bravo, go ahead,’ but I know that the French and the Senegalese will always 


stand together in any difficult situation." 


In his white palace which overlooks the ocean, the tallest president of the world 
(2.02 m) looked like a small boy when he admitted with some reluctance that he had 
also telephoned former President Leopold Senghor who has been resting in Normandy. 
"But only after I made my decision," he insisted. Abdou Diouf, now 47, was Senghor's 


prime minister for 10 years. 


But what was the reason for such anxiety and those sleepless nights and why did he 
appear so tense when addressing his people on television the other night? "Because 








I felt that I was getting entrapped and I knew that I would have to see this through. 
And also because I genuinely feared that some other countries might intervene and 
that the conflict might become an international one. When the rebels appealed to the 
Soviet Union, Guinea-Bissau and Guinea-Conakry for aid, I felt sure that those three 
countries would not respond. But there were others. The giant itself--Moscow-- 
could have acted through its satellites." 


And if the putschists had not disclosed their allegiance immediately, had not pro- 
claimed from the housetops that they were Marxists and had merely overthrown their 
president as happens every day in Africa? "In that case I might have hesitated a 
little longer, but the legal prerequisites for intervention were there." (A refer- 
ence to the term of the assistant treaty between the two countries). 


As for whether the putsch was organized from abroad: "Yes, I feel sure that the 
putschists were helped and armed by a foreign country. But I have not yet been able 
to identify with any degree of certainty who was behind this operation." 

At no time was Abdou Diouf inclined to mention Libya. "We have broken off relations 
with al-Qadhdhafi because he trained Senegalese nationals in his camps with a view 
to forming what he called his Islamic Legion." 

[Question] And what about Gambia? You will not intervene there every year? 
[Answer] You mean every 6 months? No, the situation must change. Senegal and Gam- 
bia must go further than integrating their security services. Much stronger organic 
links must be created. 


[Question] In 10 or 15 years’ time there may be a single country called Senegambia? 


"This is in the realm of possibility," Abdou Diouf replied, smiling broadly.

PRESIDENTIAL COUNCIL DIVIDED ON MATTERS OF LOCAL ADMINISTRATION 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 22 Jul 81 p 6 


[Text] There are mainly two trends of thinking which have come to the forefront 
with respect to a new system of local administration and a great deal of attention 
is now being paid to this. A fruitful debate on this matter is now being conducted 
in a positive spirit among the members of the Presidential Council. 


One group of the council's members are of the opinion that recommendations on this 
matter must form a part of a comprehensive report on a new constitutional system, 
while another group is of the opinion that a report on local administration must 
be drafted no later than this year. The first group is saying that a new system 
for local administration must link up with a new constitutional order of things. 
Proposals with regard to this are not to be expected before the second half of 
next year. 


Scheme of Things 


Other members of the council are of the cpinion that proposals about local administra- 
tion must be put forward sooner and that there is no need to wait for the bigger 
report on the new constitutional order. They point out that the government is eager 
to obtain proposals about this matter, because it is at the local level that peoples’ 
everyday life is being affected the most. 


There are mainly two trends of thought on how the new scheme of things must be like 
at the local level. 


One group is of the opinion that separate municipalities must be created for the 
coloreds and the Indians and that their representatives, along with those of white 
municipalities, mist obtain seats in an all-encompassing district body for a certain 
geographical area. This body is to consider such things as common matters like the 
supply of water, power and roads. 


Separate 


Another group is of the opinion that few separate colored and Indian municipalities 
will be economically viable. The jealousy with which city councils watch over 

their autonomy also renders district administration difficult. In such an administra- 
tion the power of the city councils will be curtailed in such a manner that the 
individual councils would have a say only on small domestic matters of a very local 
nature. 
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This group is of the opinion that large colored and Indian regions must form 
separate municipalities if they can and wish to do so and if these can be viable 
with certainty. In municipal areas inhabited by more than one population group 
consideration will have to be given in the direction of direct representation for 
coloreds and Indians in the existing white city councils. Coloreds and Indians 
who fulfill certain qualifications must be able to elect representatives to a white 
city council on the basis of new municipal voters rolls. 


Problem 


Separate residential areas will continue to exist as they do now. These neighbor- 
hoods will be divided into districts. The number of districts in each residential 
area will be determined by the number of enfranchised voters in the neighborhood. 
This would mean that coloreds and Indians who, for example, have properties amounting 
to a certain value could vote for representatives to the city council. 


Supporters of this trend of thinking are saying that economic viability for such joint 
administrations will not present any great problems, because all those enfranchised 
will be taxed on the same basis. This will also encourage coloreds and Indians to 
obtain their own homes and effectively prevent the hooligan element from taking 

part in the local government. 


Members of this group say that administrative committees have repeatedly rejected 
thoughts of separate municipalities. Even the colored administrative committee 
of Bellville-South in Capetown, one of the few which would be viable (if it could 
receive the taxes of the industries situated nearby), is not willing to become a 
separate local administration. The members have been told that Bellville-South 
would rather be willing to have one representative in the white city council. 


Attestation 
Members who advocate the idea of direct representation on a local administrative 


level are saying that the system of qualified enfranchisement could also be 
extended to provincial elections.

The thing which must be 
questioned is the impudence on the part of foreign authorities to address requests 
of this nature to South Africa. 


It is probable that Mandela's extollment, which is being so commonly practiced 
among radical circles, is also being passed on abroad and, of course this is due 
to the lack of any new fresh leadership material in radical places. Now, with re- 
gard to this, do the above mentioned congressmen want to come here to see whether 
Mandela could perhaps be crowned as the Mugabe of South Africa? Do they perhaps 
have the presumption that setting Mandela free can be u» condition in the coming 
negotiations? 


It could matter little to us whether the request to talk to Mandela will indeed 
be granted, but this would not change any of the realities. 


The fact is that Mandela has been sentenced in accordance with accepted legal 
practices for the criminal deeds he perpetrated against South Africa. 


Today he is at Robben Island not as a result of his political beliefs, but as a 
result of the deeds that his political beliefs led him to perpetrate. As such he is 
now paying his debt to society. 


The fact that in the given circumstances foreign authorities can expect that special 
audiences with Mandela be arranged for them appears to us to be especially audacious.

We must be honest in acknowledging to ourselves that positive changes within South 
Africa are necessary in order to improve our situation in the family of nations...to 
our advantage. When a friendly government, such as that of the United States is at 
the present time, holds out the prospect of a majority government in South Africa 

to us, we must sketch out very clearly our counterplan for a confederation and 
demonstrate that this entails a more transcendent order of things for South Africa. 


The best way of showing this is naturally to put into action our confederation 
arrangement.

NYERERE WARNS DAIRIES TO RAISE MILK OUTPUT OR FACE TAKEOVER

PRESIDENT Nvyerere vester- 
day warned that the govern- 
ment would take over dairy 
farms given to development 
corporations in Kilimanjaro 
Region unless the _ cor- 
porations raised milk produc- 
tion. 

Mwalimu. who arrived here 
on Wednesday for a four-day 
tour. gave the warning. at 
Gararagua dairv farm in Wesi 
Kilimanjaro, run by the 
Kilimanjaro Uremi Cor- 
poration (KUC). 

He was reacting (to reports 
that the farm, with 496 head 
of cattle, produced an average 
of 5.8 litres per cow dailv 
during the rainy season, 
falling to 3.5 lijres dailv 
during the drv season. 

He said the average dailv 
production of lew than six 
liires per cow was too low. 

“We are going io take over 
the farms if vou don't raise 
the preduction”, Mwalimu 
told the KUC Chairman, 
Ndugu J.J. Tesha, whose cor- 
peration owns four dairy 
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farms at Wes: Kilimanjaro 
nationalised in 197:3. 

The Presiden: was told ai 
another farm run bv the 
Kilimanjaro Disirict Cor- 
poration (KIDECO) tha: milk 
production remained ai 5.3 
litres per cow daily on 
average due to draught and 
lack of capital invesimenis. 
KIDECO runs iwo dairy 
farms. 

Mwalimu said the 
Gararagua farm could be im- 
proved to vield more milk per 
cow and that the carrving 
capacity should be raised to 
one acre per wow. 

“If coffee can thrive on ths 
soil, there ix no earthly reason 
why it (soil) should rot make 
good pastures for dairy far- 
ming”, he pointed oui. 

He observed thai the cattle 
at the farm looked healihvy. 
adding that the aim should be 
to feed them for more milk 
production rather than jusi 
for maintaining the body 
weight. 

“A healthy cow is like a 
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well-maintained factory. It 
must be fed with raw 
materials to make _ it 
produce”, he explained. 

The raw materials for milk 
production, he said, included 
good pastures additional 
Proteinous feeds, water and 
veterinary care. 

He said the farm 
management should plan 
production and qisure that 
capacity were attained. ‘The 
objective should be 15 litres 
per cow per day and one acre 
to an animal”, he advised. 


Mwalimu said the 
Gararagua farm had 150 cat- 
tle of New Zealand breed 
famed for high milk produc- 
tion. “There is no reason 
you should nat achieve the 15- 
litre target”, he added. 

He urged the corporation w 
take firm measures to im- 
prove production. 

The KUC chairman blamed 
low milk production on the 
previous leadership, adding 
that new livestock experts had 
now been appointed to im- 
prove the situation.

The 
arrangemeni was also used 
under phase one in which the 
EEC provided half the cos: of 
250 m/-. 

The spokesman said the 
financing proposal for the 
second phase was still being 
processed by the commission. 
The start-up for the phase 
was earlier scheduled for Oc- 
tober this vear. 

The second phase will in- 
clude expansion through 
opening new coffee farms and 
improvement of existing hec- 
\arage. The coffee farms to be 
improved are those in areas 
located outside the area 
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covered under phase one, the 
spokesman explained. 

Phase one has covered 
Kagera and Kilimanjaro 
regions and areas in Southern 
Tanzania highlands. 

The improvemen: wm.- 
ponent under phase iwo will 
cover 4,908 hectares and the 
expansion will wver the 
29,200 hectares. 

A large part of the area 
covered under the im- 
provement component will be 
in Morogoro Region. The ex- 
pansion component will cover 
eight regions — Kagera, 
Mara, Kigoma, Mbeya. 
Ruvuma, Iringa, Tanga and 
Morogoro itself. 

The programme aims ai in- 
creasing the small -holder cof- 
fee growers from the presen! 
270,000 to 337,000. 

The total coffee production 
in the five vears of the 
programme is expected to in-

COLONEL GADDAFI may be the enfant terrible of the Arab 
world as far as the United States is concerned. But he is still the 
leader of a sovereign state who deserves the respect of all nations, 
including the United States. 

The clash of Libyan and American war planes in the Medi- 
terranean last Wednesday seems to have been the culmination 
of a war of words between the two countries. 

Admittedly, there is no love lost between President Reagan 
and Colonel] Gaddafi; yet questions must be asked about the 
timing of the US military manoeuvres so close to Libya. 

Setting aside the legal 
niceties of how far Libyan sovereignty extends into the sea, is it 
reasonable to assume that the Americans were prepared for 
trouble when they launched their manoeuvres?

LACK OF AID IN ENERGY FIELD UNDERSCORES NEED FOR ALTERNATIVES 
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[Editorial]

EVEN with its ethanol advantage, Zimbabwe stili had to pay a 
staggering $145,6 million on fuel imports last year, 20 percent 
more than in the previous year. 

The bill is bound to be much higher by the end of this 
vear, despite the imcrease in the price of petrol announced in the 
Budget. 

In Geneva, the OPEC countries are meeting to decide whether 
or not to reduce the price of their oil. The Saudi Arabians hold 
the key, their product being the cheapest at US$32 a barrel in 
a market which is experiencing a serious glut. 

It could be said, mot unfairly, that the OPEC members 
are hoist with their own petard, with countries such as Nigeria 
askimy; for US$40 a barrel for their high-quality crude. 

The speculation all this week was that a price of either 
$3-4 or $36 a barrel would be agreed as a compromise. 

Unfortunately, this will not make life any easier for develop- 
ing countries such as Zimbabwe who can ill-afford the present 
prices anyway. 

The Minister of Industry and Energy Development, Dr 
Makoni, recently attended a United Nations conference.on new 
and renewable energy resources in Nairobi. In theory the develop- 
ed countries promised to help the poor countries with funds for 
solar, wind and biomass energy. 

Dr Makoni, however, sounded an appropriate word of 
caution; there was a danger of “two world energies emerging”: 
one for the poor nations (which among other things, uses animal 
dung), and the other for the rich — oil. 

Solar, wind and biomass energy require a lot of capital to 
develop and the poor countries would stil] be beholden to the 
rich nations to get things going. 
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At least one of the developed countries, the US, was not 
too keen on government-to-government aid, preferring instead to 
bring in private enterprise, which would probably mean the 
controversial transnationals. 

Mr Reagan is evidently preoccupied with the neutron bomb. 

Considering the as-yet-to-be-fulfilled ambitions of the Third 
World for a new international economic order (which the rich 
nations have yet to endorse), the chances of success at Nairobi 
are nc. encouraging. 

Even with their limited local resources, self-reliance seems 
to be the only way out for the poor nations, which is why Zim- 
babwe’s research into alternative energy resources ought to be 
speeded up.

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MORE DIESEL FUEL REPORTED ON WAY

[Text] The Government has bought 4 and 1/2 months of diesel supplies, but most 
of this is still in South Africa, the acting Minister of Trade and Comaerce, 
Ser.ator Bernard Chidzero [word indistinct] the House of Assembly yesterday. 

The fuel was either in South African harbours, between the harbours and the town 
of Sasolburg, or on its way to Zimbabwe, he said. 


The minister was answering a question from Mr James Thrush (RF, Highlands) during 
private members’ questions time on why the country's diesel supply situation was 
still deteriorating six weeks after the Government first announced it was rationing 
the supply. 


Dr Chidzero said the Government had taken measu"es to ensure such a crisis did 
not occur again, but the problem lay in the movement of the fuel into Zimbabwe. 


He also told the House that to complement the movement diesel by rail the Govern- 
ment had also begun to the much more expensive alternative of bringing it up here 
by truck. 


"The turnaround time of rail tankers carrying the product from point of loading 
to our border has become very extended, partly because of congested movement of 
traffic on the external (South African) rail system.” 


The transport by road of diesel supplies would take "a few weeks or so" before 
the oil stocks could be brought up to a meaningful level. 


"At best these road movements will improve our stock position by just over two 
days a week," he said. 


Other steps were being taken to improve the supply situation, but it was not now 
opportune for him to give details. 


"Suffice it to say that Government is leaving no stone unturned in its efforts 
to overcome the diesel crisis as quickly as possible." 

















Asked by the Herald [words indistinct] verify the diesel situation, Dr Chidzero 
said Zimbabwe still had sufficient to last six days, but more supplies were being 
brought in by rail and road and people should not panic. 


The supplies were coming into the country "more slowly than normal” because of 
traffic congestion, but "we are hoping that as these supplies come in, we will 
build up our national stocks to between say eight and 10 days" supplies until we 
reach our normal supply of 30 days." 


Asked if there was a possibility of supplies drying up, Dr Chidzero replied with 
a definite "no" and urged people not to panic. 


Pipeline 


Dr Chidzero cold the Assembly that when the Beira-Feruka pipeline was operational 
and carryin; both petrol and diesel, the situation should be “transformed.” 


But it would be irresponsible for him to give any guarantee that a shortage would 
never occur again, and he emphasised that Zimbabwe was a landlocked country. 


Mr Thrush asked in a supplementary question how much it was costing to to bring 
diesel up by road, and Dr Chidzero replied: "I am not in a position to give 
details, but it is certainly more costly than bringing it up by rail." 


He said the supply--now standing at five to six days, whereas the Government had 
hoped it would have improved to about 15 days by now--had increased only very 
slightly since the 80 percent quota system had been introduced. 


The imported volume of diesel had exceeded the assessed amount of consumption, 
he said, but had not been possible to stick to the quota figure. 


"Certain exceptions have had to be made in some priority areas, for example urban 
bus services, bakeries and certain critical projects, which has meant that con- 
sumption has been at a higher level than the assessed quota offtake. 

"While the volumes of diesel imported have roughly equated to this higher consump- 
tion level, our ability to build up a meaningful diesel stock has been severely 
lessened. 


"It is fully appreciated that this situation must be considerably improved upon 
over the next few weeks if the economy is not to suffer significant harm."--Ziana

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MINISTER OF MINES EXAMINES PROBLEMS, OUTLINES SOLUTIONS 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 21 Aug 81 p 13 


[Text] The fall in production in mining this year could be attributed to 
lowered prices on world markets, transport problems, inflation and increased 
costs, the Minister of Mines, Mr Maurice Nyagumbo said in the House of Assembly 
yesterday. 


Answering questions during the committee of supply debate on the estimates of 
expenditure outlined in the Budget, Mr Nyagumbo said that gold, nickel and copper 
prices had been bad during the first six months of the year. 


However, the price of copper was starting to rise and it was hoped that other 
prices would improve. 


There had been setbacks in the railway system which moved products from mines, to 
smelting works or refineries and then to the ports. Inflation had also taken its 
toll. 


The cost of machinery was high and production costs were rising daily. 


Mr Nyagumbo said that although there had been "a dramatic fall" last year in 
mining industry skilled manpower, vacancies were being filled. He had experienced 
a shortage of skilled manpower in the mining engineering and geology departments. 


The engineering posts had been filled and some of the geology posts as well. 
The positions of director and deputy director of metalJurgy had both been filled 
within a month of the resignations of the previous incumbents this year. 


The asbestos roasting plant at Que Que was outdated and to install a new one 
would cost "a lot of millions.” This was being considered, he said. 


Mr Sydney Malunga (PF, Matabeleland North) asked what the ministry was doing to 
assist smallworkers, many of whom were being forced to close down, and Mr 
Nyagumbo told him that there were funds available to assist them in the form of 
loans. Plant and machinery was also loaned by the ministry. 








The Government has been assisting smallworkers "all along” but it was now trying 
to persuade them to form cooperatives, and there were already some signs that 
this advice was being followed. 


He said it was easier to help groups of individuals pooling their resources, 
rather than people on their own. 


He also said that a 10 percent cut in the estimates, for grants and contributions 
to certain institutions in the mining industry was the result of action by tlie 
Minister of Finance. "We are sorry about it just as you are, but there is nothing 
my ministry can do about it,™ he said. 


He told Mr Henry Elsworth (RF, Midlands), who had asked for subsidies for small- 
workers mining gold, that assistance was available under the Gold Mining Assist- 
ance Act, and applications were judged on merit. He added that there were some 
"hopeless cases" which could not be helped. 


Mr Elsworth also asked for some reconsideration to be given to miners over the 
Minimum Wages Act which, he said, had hit miners particularly, but Mr Nyagumbo 
indicated that many people who complained about the legislation were those who 
aimed only for maximisation of profit, and this was not in line with Government's 
policy on "growth with equity.” 


He rebuked Mr Elsworth for remarking that this sort of policy would result in no 
wealth being left to share, saying: There is enough wealth, it is just that some 
people are greedy, who would not want to share with anyone. These people would 
rather leave the country. They would find, however, there was nowhere else they 
could maximise profit, and they would return here. 


Mr Des Butler noted the $10 000 for geological exploration--an item appearing for 
the first time in the estimates and Mr Nuagumbo said that this would be used first 
for explorations in the Mtoko communal areas. 


Mr Geoffrey York (RF, Mazoe/Mtoko) pointed out a three-fold increase from $6 000 
to $18 000 for cash-in-lieu of leave payments in the office of the chief Govern- 
ment mining engineer, and said this implied that there was going to be 4 substan- 
tial amount of retirements or resignations in the department in the coming year. 





Mr Nyagumbo confirmed this, and to laughter said that most of our engineers are 
very old, some of them are over 60. They might not want to go underground any 
more he said, and an RF member interjected: "They're going underground for good.” 


Mr Nyagumbo said however, that those engineers would be replaced, and training 
was being undertaken now of both black and white engineers. 


Asked by Mr Dzikamai Mavhaire (ZANU-PF, Victoria) why $6 200 was tabled for 
recruitment for the ministry and what was being done to train young Zimbabweans 

for careers in the mining industry, Mr Nyagumbo said the Government mining training 
centre was currently training 40 people. And the first graduates of the metal- 
lurgy course at the University of Zimbabwe were expected to emerge at the end of 
1983. 
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Mr Nyagumbo said there had been no alternative but to call in the police to act 
on illegal gem dealing. 


He had asked people last year not to do anything about prospecting until they 
had been issued with licences. This had been ignored. People had been sent tc 
speak with offenders. They had continued to exploit and sell stones illegally. 


Then the police had been called in after consultations with the Minister of Howe 
Affairs. 


In answer to further questions, Mr Nyagumbo said the additional expenditure 
reques*~ed for the Mining Industry Loan Fund was due to an upsurge in prospecting 
and the attempt to find new mines. 


Negotiations were in progress with a French company in connection with the instal- 
lation of the new roasting plant but it would prejudice the discussions to talk 
of dates for completion in Parliament. 


He said ceal was being produced in sufficient quantities for customers but there 
had been difficulties with transport. The difficulties with the railways could 
be solved in "a month or so," he said. The Minister of Transport was doing 
everything in his power to sort out the problems. 


"State Must Have a Stake in Minerals’ 


Most of the mineral exploration in Zimbabwe was carried out by foreign companies, 
the Minister of Mines, Mr Maurice Nyagumbo, admitted. 


But he said the Government also thought that participation in the mining of the 
strategic minerals of coal and uranium was “imperative.” 


Mr Nyagumbo was speaking during debate on the $4 072 million allocation for his 
ministry for this financial year, and was warned by Mr A.B. Midzi (ZANU-PF, 
Mashonaland East) that many of the mining companies in Zimbabwe came from the 
country's foreign enemies. 


He said that the Government's policy was to encourage foreign investment in 
Zimbabwe as this could be a source of work for many Zimbabweans. 


However, the Government fully intended to participate in the exploitation of 
coal and uranium as these were strategic minerals. 


He also told Mr Midzi that the Government could only persuade and not force 
mining companies in their policies of employment to emulate the Presidential 
directive to advance blacks in the civil service. 


However, he assured Mr Midzi, the desire among mining companies to promote blacks 
was there. The process of blacks moving to the top had begun during the war when 
companies had lost whites to the call-up system, and these were then replaced by 
blacks. 
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Among top black officials c the wines were underground aanagers, personnel 
managers anid technicians. 


Short of matiomslisation, there should be a clear-cut policy of how the mineral 


wealth of Zimbabwe could be comtrolled, Mr Stephen Nkomo (PF, Matabeleland South) 
told the Assembly. 


Speaking during the Committee of Supply comsideration of estimates of expenditure, 


Mr Nkom said minerals were being exploited by “foreign capitalists” when they 
should be exploited by Zimbabwe. 


The Minister of Mines, Mr Maurice BNywgumbo, said in answer that nationalisation 
for its own sake would not help the ciw™try or anyone. 


He said it was much better that the mines were owned by private companies. 
They were efficient, had capital and expertise and employed a large sector of

UDI SOUVENIRS BANNED--The sale of memorabilia of the UDI period will be prohibited 
from the beginning of next month, the Minister of Home Affairs, Mr Richard Hove, 
announced yesterday. In a statement, the minister said he intended to issue an 
order in terms of the Emergency Powers Regulations which would set out what items 
could not be sold or displayed for sale, reports Ziana. "They will include flags 
introduced by previous Governments since 1965 and articles displaying such flags 
or the word Rhodesia or the insignia of now defunct units of the former defence 
forces," the statement said. The order would also prohibit the wearing in public 
of articles of clothing--particularly T-shirts--depicting offensive slogans or 
pictures about conditions or events in the UDI period. '"Shopkeepers are advised 
to dispose of stocks of the goods mentioned before September 1 as their continued 
display for sale after this date will be illegal," Mr Hove said. "I do not intend 
to interfere with the use or possession [words blurred] the UDI period," he added. 
Mr Hove noted that the sale of memorabilia received wide publicity some months 
ago when it was raised by the Minister of Information and Tourism, Dr Nathan 
Shamuyarira. Despite warnings sounded at the time, Mr Hove said, it had been 
found that wall plaques and other such “offensive” articles were still being 
offered for sale. "This is the cause of annoyance and irritation to the great 
majority of the people and I believe it could lead to breaches of peace," Mr Hove

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COOPERATION WITH KENYA--African countries must help one another, a visiting Kenyan 
MP, Mr Kenneth Matiba, said in Salisbury yesterday, The member of parliament for 
Mbiri province who is here to work out details of co-operation between Kenyan 
companies and their Zimbabwean counterparts said most African countries tended to 
look outside Africa for all their technical assistance. "The development know-how 
is already evailable in Africa and we should encourage its exchange among countries 
on the continent," Mr Matiba said. He has been here for a week and has been 
engaged in exchange programme for workers, with a local company, Delta Corporation. 
The programme envisages five-week exchange periods during which workers from 
companies in the two countries can learn production processes. The exchange pro- 
gramme was aimed at helping the Zimbabwean industrial sector overcome some of 

the difficulties that Kenya faced in its industrial devclopment soon after its 
independence, but it would also enable industries in his country to purchase 
goods from this country, which he said were of a higher standard for a newly 
independent nation. "The industry here has a very keen sense of self-reliance, 

we can learn a lot from you as a developing nation," Mr Matiba said. Zimbabwe, 

he said, could learn how Kenya had progressed in its programme of Africanisation. 
Another area in which Mr Matiba hopes to establish exchange programmes is in the 
hotel and catering industry. Already a Kenyan has been attached to a local hotel 
group. He said it was essential to establish regional cooperation because 
Zimbabwe's tourist industry was not looking to the north to boost its trade. 

Mr Matiba said he had been impressed with the progress he saw here and added: 

"We ould like to promote joint approaches within the Third World." [Text]

SURVEYOR'S DEGREES--The present academic qualifications for land surveyors were 
tied to professional examinations of South African universities and this was 
inappropriate to the circumstances in Zimbabwe, the Deputy Minister of Lands, 
Resettlement and Rural Development, Mr Moven Mahachi said yesterday. Speaking 
during the second reading of the Land and Survey Amendment Bill in the Assembly, 
Mr Mahachi said the Bill provided for the recognition of a degree in land survey- 
ing granted by the University of Zimbabwe and for the recognition of foreign 
qualifications or licences which were acceptable to the surveyor-general and 
survey profession and approved by the minister. It would still be necessary 

for practical survey work and a trial survey to be done to qualify, he said. 

It was logical to include in the Bill survey requirements presently provided for 
in the Regional Town and Country Planning Act dealing with the subdivision and 
consolidation of land and much of the documentation required when land was sub- 
divided. The Bill would also bring the appointment of the surveyor-general into 
line with the constitution of Zimbabwe. As a public servant he would be appointed 
by the Public Service Commission and not by the President. Debate on the Bill 
was adjourned until today.

CLOTHING UNION--Bulawayo--The National Union of the Clothing Industry has submit~- 
ted a claims package to the industry's employers’ association covering everything 
from wages to long service incentives. The general secretary of the union, Mr 
Charles Pasipanodya, said the claim was being submitted now in time for next year. 
The present agreement between the union and the clothing industry expires on 
December 31 this year. A statement issued by the union said: "There is no doubt 
that the continuing rise in the cost of living as a result of the rises in prices 
continues to place the lower paid workers below the poverty datum line. "It is 
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therefore only logical to raise the wages of the lowest paid workers who are in 
the majority, and will help stabilise the economy." The claim has been sent in 
the form of a memorandum to the Matabeleland and Mashonaland Employers" Associa- 
tion of the Clothing Industry. For wages, the union is claiming a 60 percent 
rise for general grades, 55 percent for semi-skilled, and 50 percent for skilled 
and white collar workers. Mr Pasipanodya said the union would also be seeking 
the right to create a closed shop in any area or department where the union 
obtains 60 percent membership of workers there, an annual bonus of two weeks' 
pay and a reduction in the number of hours worked each week.

RACIAL DISCRIMINATION--Barmen, supervisors and sales personnel employed at liquor 
outlets in the Gwelo area were told by Gwelo's deputy mayor, Councillor Mabasa 
Chipandambira, yesterday that there are still some hotel proprietors whe cling 
religiously to the status quo and run their hotels on racial lines. The deputy 
Mayor was opening a two-day seminar sponsored by National Breweries, Ltd. 
Elaborating on his claim, he said that in such hotels "quick service is meant for 
the whites, because only white people are conscious of time. Slow service is 
meant for blacks, because time has no meaning for them."" He added: "They quote 
an imaginary black as saying there is no hurry in Africa and this is dangerous 

in the extreme, and shouid stop." It was a gross distortion of the truth 
regarding African time concepts. "It stinks in my nostrils and is most unaccept- 
able in this changing world.” He urged the students to bury and forget the status 
quo, to accept the challenge of change, and to serve customers regardless of 
tribe, race, colour or creed. Councillor Chipandambira told the students that 
they should never ill-treat their customers, "They are not beggars. They are 
masters and a force to reckon with because they wield the cash. "Do not quarrel 
with your bread, for any attempt to do so will be suicidal and lead you to lose 
either cash or your job by which you earn your bread."

AVGAS SHORTAGE--Bulawayo--A shortage of avgas aviation fuel has hit most of the 
country's airports in the past few days. At one stage, two Bulawayo-based air 
charter companies feared a shortage of the special fuel would eventually ground 
their planes. A spokesman for the Department of Trade and Commerce said yesterday 
that supplies were now on route and that the country's reserves should be adequate 
to cope. Avgas is the only fuel which can be used in piston-engined aircraft. 

A spokesman for Matabele Air said the shortage began to bite on Friday last week. 
He said there was a definite shortage of the essential fuel at Salisbury and 
Bulawayo airports and that the company would be forced to ground their light 
planes if fresh supplies did not arrive within four or five days. A spokesman 
for RUAC Charter Company said the company's planes on international flights would 
be filling up with avgas outside the country while the shortage lasted. Fort 
Victoria airport was also said to be low on avgas reserves, which was confirmed 
by an airport official. The Government spokesman said the shortage was only 
temporary and caused mainly by transport problems.

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BELGIAN AID--Belgium has pledged $6 million in grants and $2 million a year in 
soft loans for development in six ministries for the next three years, its charge 
d'affaires, Mr Dominique Struye de Swielande, said in Salisbury yesterday. 

Mr De Swielande said Belgium made a proposal to the Ministry of Economic Planning 
and Development during Zimcord to have the money split among the six ministries, 
The Ministry of Local Government and Housing would get the most--$1 million; the 
Ministry of Agriculture $260,000; the Ministry of Natural Resources and Water 
Development $460,000; the Ministry of Health $160,000; the Ministry of Mines 
$60,000; and the Ministry of Community Development and Women's Affairs $60,000. 
He said road construction equipment would be given to a division of the district 
administration under the Ministry of Local Government and Housing. Tractors and 
water pumps would go to the Ministry of Agriculture. A Belgian expert would make 
a study of the country to decide where best to place the pumps, he added. Two 
doctors would be sent to help in district hospitals or to be used in whatever 
capacity the Ministry of Health wished. A naining engineer would be sent to make 
a study for the Ministry of Mines and cassava mills would be given to the Ministry 
of Community Development and Women's Affairs. The charge d'affaires said the soft 
loan of $2 million was an annual loan that would most likely be given next year. 
All aid would be finalised by the second half of the year, he added.--Ziana

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SOLAR POWER COOLING-~Solar-powered air-conditioners will be installed in staff 
houses in remote nat1 mal parks and border posts before the end of the year if 
suitable equipment is available. The chief mechanical engineer in the Ministry 
of Works, Mr Tony Hyde, said yesterday the project had been put out to tender 
and suppliers had until September 3 to offer suitable equipment. Most of the 
air-conditioners were intended for staff housing in very hot, low-lying game 
reserves such as Mana Pools and Gonarezhou, but customs officers in Kazungula 
and Malvernia would also benefit. None of these areas was connected to mains 
electricity. Soler power was considered ideal because when the sun was not 
shining it was unlikely to be all that hot. The conditioners should reduce the 
temperature in houses enough to allow staff to have a good night's sleep. Mr 
Hyde said two types of solar-powered conditioners had been specified--solar cells 
and solar absorption. Solar cells converted radiation into electric current 
which could then be used to drive suitable equipment. Absorption worked by 
allowing the sun to heat water which then became the energy source for a 
refrigeration unit. The only other alternative to solar power would be diesel 
generators for which running costs would be high.

EDIBLE OILS SHORTAGE--Edible oil will be in short supply in Zimbabwe by the end 

of November and next year there will be a deficit of more than 20 000 tonnes 
unless farmers are offered incentives, the chairman of the Commercial Oil Seed 
Producers’ Association, Mr Warwick Hale, said yesterday. Speaking to the Tsatsi 
Farmers’ Agsociation near Concession, he said the problem was caused by a drop 

in production, an increase in demand and inadequate prices. Soya bean production 
was down 37 percent this year on last year's crop while demand for edible oil had 
risen 46 percent. A further increase of 20 percent was expected in demand next 
year for edible cils, used for cooking and margarine. At present the producer 
price for soya was $170 a tonne, just 1,4 times the maize price, while experience 
throughout the world suggested the price should be 2,5 times the maize price, $300 
in Zimbabwe, he said. The other major source of edible oil, cotton seed, was also 
underproduced because of the low price for th: crop, he added.

SHORTAGE OF DOCTORS--There is no grave shortage of medical doctors in the country, 
the Deputy Minister of Health, Dr Simon Mazorodze, told the Assembly. The minis- 
ter was replying to Mr Vote Moyo (PF, Matabeleland North), who had asked what 
steps the ministry was taking to encourage doctors employed in alternative occupa- 
tions to resume their careers in the medical profession. Acknowledging that there 
was some shortage, Dr Mazorodze said this was not only peculiar to Zimbabwe.

FREEDOM MEDALS--President Banana yesterday created new medals to be awarded for 
service in creating the Republic of Zimbabwe. They will be known as the Libera- 
tion Awards. They are the Liberation Decoration, and a silver or bronze Libera- 
tion Medal, The decoration is five-sided, bearing a gold five-pointed start on 

a black background. In the centre of the star is a laurel wreath carrying a 
Zimbabwe bird on a red background. The reverse is plain silver. It is euspended 
from a watered silk ribbon in green, gold, red and black stripes. The medals are 
also five-sided and bear a five-pointed star with a Zimbabwe bird in the centre. 
On the reverse is represented two freedom fighters looking to mountains from 
which the word Zimbabwe rises. They are suspended from a similar ribbon to the 
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decoration. No person may receive both the silver and bronze medal, but a medal 
and decoration can be awarded for pre-eminent leadership and great bravery. 
President Banana also issued warrants creating a long service medal for the 
public service, and a shooting proficiency medal for the armed forces, police 
and prison services. The long service medal will be awarded to employees who 
have served for more than 20 years after independence. A $100 gratuity will 

go with the medal. The shooting award will be made to marksmen who are judged 
to be the champion shot of their particular service by their commanders. The 
year of the award will be embossed on the medal.
